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WAR NOTES 


Advance on Stalingrad. Now 
Witnin 125 Mile* into Oil 
Region. Ejiemy Mechanized

German troops have made another 
60-mile advance in the iCaucasus ac¬ 
cording to August 5th reports. There 
seeni8 no doubt, that the- Nazis have 
either found a weak spot or that the 
Russians are falling back behind the 
Kuban river to make their stand on a 
new an curving river front 250 miles 
long. 

Debarkation of a new contingent of 
thousands of Canadian troops and the 
arrival of Brig.-Gen. Hunter, comman¬ 
der of American fighting plane units 
in Britain, has stirred anew specula¬ 
tion than an Allied invasion of the 
continent might be in the olfing. The 
London press, however, refrained 
from making mention thereof. 

Armoured trains of the Red Army 
got into fierce action in the shell-torn 
steppes of the Don Basin and checked 
the German onslaught west of Stalen- 
grad. Tne Caucasus front on July 30 
was extremely grave, but the Russians 
were living up to the traditions set by 
Russia’s greatest warriors of the past. 
Their motto “Die but don’t retreat.” 

In three successful skirmishes with 
German boats on July 30, the British 
did considerable damage to the enemy 
ships. Our units suffered no loss. 

Soviet troops were reported on Mon¬ 
day to have smashed repeated German 
tank attacks iii the Don River Elbow 
northwest of Stalengrad, while Red 
air squadrons rushed to western Cau¬ 
casus slowed Nazi drive in the Salsk 
area inflicting heavy loss on the Huns. 
1300 Germans were slain at one point 
on August 3. Russia says the enemy- 
lost 8 tanks, 23 planes, 17 motor vehi¬ 
cles and 600 men at Kuchcheoka sectoi 
on the same day. 

Swift British boats dashed across 
the channel Saturday night defying 
German shore defences at close range, 
sank two German motor torpedo boats 
of Cherbourg. The foray so confused 
the Germans the Nazi naval units shot 
at their our torpedo boats and Ger¬ 
man shore batteries started firing at 
their own aeaman. Meanwhile the I 
British disengaged themselves from 
the action and watched the show. Two 
more Nazi light motor boats, two lar¬ 
ger 600-ton torpedo boats were dam¬ 
aged. The Huns are apparently getting 
jittery . 

Allied planes shot down six Jap 
planes over New Guinea area on Sun¬ 
day with three Allied planes missing. 
At another point our bombers and 
fighter escort were attacked by a Jap 
formation resulting in six Jap bomb¬ 
ers and planes destroyed with Allied 
loss placed at three planes. 

Soviet troops fighting in the Don 
River elbow 80 miles northwest of 
Stalingrad and in the Salsk-Kuschevka 
area of the western Caucasus were re¬ 
ported oificially early on Tuesday to 
have killed moie than 9,500 Germans 
in a successful 24-hour stand. 

In the area of Ketekaya northwest 
of Stalingrad the midnight communi¬ 
que said two Russian units killed more 
than 1,300 Germans, and added that 
the Red peasant army still was deal¬ 
ing ‘counter’ blows against enemy 
tanks and motorized infantry. 

Southwest of Ketskaya in the Tsim- 
lyansk area of the curving Don, the 
Russians said the Germans were 
throwing tanks and men across the 
river, but the communique indicated 
the Soviets are standing firm. 

“On one of these sectors,” the com¬ 
munique said, "the Germans threw in¬ 
to battle several dozen tanks. The Ger¬ 
mans lost up to 650 officers and men 
killed alone.” 

B,B.C. quoted the Vienna newspaper 
Neue Wiener Tageblatt as saying 
“about 100,000 German soldiers are 
monthly passing through the welfare 
hospitals for the wounded in the city 
of Vienna.” The men presumably are 
casualties from the Russian front. 

British observers believe that at 
least half of Duesseldorf, Rhineland 
munitions city, was damaged by fire 
and explosive in the latest R.A.F. raid 
Friday night. . 

They said the heavy industries 
would feel the loss of veteran muni¬ 
tions workers killed, wounded or driv¬ 
en from their homes by bombs. 

It was the 47th assault on Puessel- 
dorf but the first since last September 
27. 

Official circles reported the R.A.F. 
•hot down four German fighters dur¬ 
ing the raid.

New Regulations 
Re Truck Loads 


Minister of Public Works 
Quite Properly Rules Weight 
of Freight Must Be Cut 50% 

On all trucks travelling over Alberta 
highways, a reduction by 50% of the 
>ay-or freight load, will become effec¬ 
tive on August 1st and will so continue 
until further notice, Hon. W. A. Fal- 
ow announced recently. The order 
Is applicable to all highways. 

Under the order the maximum load 
permitted, for the largest trucks will 
be 20.000 pounds. 

The pulling of two-wheeled trailers 
behind the truck, is prohibited under 
the new order. 

‘These regulations are being put 
into effect after the most careful con¬ 
sideration,” said Mr. Fallow. 

“Our engineers will observe the re¬ 
sults . . . and if the highways show 
any signs of disintegration, then we 
wiil be compelled to further reduce 
the loads.”

Aluerta Regulations With Re¬ 
spect to Vi artime Truck 
Hegulationg 

itaoe&v heip riding to and from 
a.vesting operations in the three' 
ia.rie Provinces have been ‘exempted 
rooi the Wartime Prices and Trade 
• vara aider prohibiting the use of 
.rucks for carrying passengers, N. W. 
icCutcheon, Deputy Administrator of 
Services, stated. 

The general exemption from Aug¬ 
ust 1 to October 16 only, Mr. McCutch- 
e n emphasized, and applies only in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta, 
t was issued in view of the shortage 
<f farm help and the heavy crop, that 
s anticipated this season. The ex- 
•mption is general in scope with indi¬ 
vidual appl.cations not necessary. Po¬ 
ke authorities have been advised of 
.he new,ruling. 

The Y\ artime Prices and Trade 
Joard permit does r.ot, however, ex- 
mpt any person from compliance with 
my provincial or municipal law, by- 
aw or regulation legarding the trans- 
Hjrtation of persons by truck. 

The general exemption for all har¬ 
vest workers supplements the individ¬ 
ual permits granted freely to farmers 
and other lesidents of rural districts 
.o use their trucks to transport them- 
iclves an ! members of their families 
us well as any employees or neigh- 
jours on trips for essential purposes 
when other means of transportation 
are not obtainable. 

In Alberta regulations under the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board Reg¬ 
ional Administration require truck 
'rivers to have permits for carrying 
avengers on almost any business, 
'xcept when farmers take farm help, 
neighbours, or their families, to town 
m necessary shopping excursions. 
Permits are needed to carry crews 
,'o logging or lumber camps, when no 
ther means of tianaportation is avail¬ 
able. 

Permits are needed by painters and 
plumbers. 

Permits are required when drivers 
I ran sport livestock, except for two 
helpers who may ride in the cab. 

Permits are required by fanners 
driving trucks on Sundays. 

Permits are required when truck 
irivers use their vehicles to carry 
mssengers when there is no other 
means of transportation available, by 
bus, train or boat.

FT is pointed out that many concerns which have no 
^ goods to offer to the public continue to take advertis¬ 
ing space with business prudence. All wide awake firms 
know that it would be fatal for them to let their names 
pass from the public mind for any length of time even if 
they have nothing to sell. If they were to drop their 
advertis ng at this time they would soon be in the ranks 
of forgotten men. Some years ago, remarks the Ren¬ 
frew Mercury, there was a proprietary medicine that 
was known from one end of America to another and 
which branched out into other lands. In large advertis¬ 
ing space in the newspapers its merits were set forth in 
well chosen terms ,and on the roofs of barns and other 
similar places and on boardings the virtue of the medi¬ 
cine was loudly proclaimed. The owner of the remedy 
had a million dollar castle on the Thousand Islands and 
palatial estates in New York and the Adirondacks. He 
spent money freely because there was no end to the flow 
that rolled into his coffers frpm practically every drug 
store in the land. There came a time when he tired of 
business and sold out his interests to a corporation. The 
manager of this corporation conceived the idea that he 
could profit by the advertising which had brought wealth 
to his predecessor. It was decided to drop all advertis¬ 
ing and to add the vast sums expended ir. publicity to the 
general receipts of the company. This policy was ad¬ 
hered to for three years and at the end of that period 
the business of the corporation had shrunk to such pro¬ 
portions that bankruptcy was in sight. The corporation 
made a futile effort to regain its former prestige by 
again entering the advertising field only to find that it 
had been supplanted in this direction by wiser compan¬ 
ies. With sales at a minimum this once formidable cor¬ 
poration found itself in bankruptcy and whatever merit 
the remedy had it was lost to the public as it was soon 
altogether withdrawn from sale.

Students who cannot afford to enter 
the first year of the University for 
ack of finances may, if their high 
school record is satisfactory, secure a 
grant or loan to help them to do so. 
The Dominion Department of Labour

ucation have jointly made available a 
r und out of which some forty of this 
vear’s matriculants in Alberta (both 
oen and womfen) may receive help of 
this kind. Such grants or loans are 
vailable to students entering courses 
in mathematics, physics, chemistry, or 
ome branch of engineering.

TACK SUTHERLAND a member of the U.F.A. Board 
” of Directors, writes from his farm at Hanna suggest¬ 
ing that the Government should encourage the farmers 
to'bring in their scrap i on and other salvage now be¬ 
ing handled by the various elevator agents, by paying 
them with Victory Bonds, War Savings Certificates, or 
other form of deferred payment.

Incidentally we are told a Washington statistician has 
figured out that if ail the scrap on American farms were 
gathered together and made into 2000-pound bombs, 
there would be three a minute to drop on German indus¬ 
trial cities for three years. Canada, we believe, could 
produce about one-quarter as much. It would be a worth¬ 
while contribution to our war effort.—Leth. Herald.

TN an interview at Edmonton George W. Spinney, gen- 
eral chairman of the war finance committee, made 
these observations: 

"Labor is employed, and fully employed, at good 
wages. There is practically no unemnloyment.” 

“Agriculturists are going to have one of the best sea¬ 
sons in many years. Prices of farm products are reason¬ 
ably good.” ,«. - -t 

“It is clear as crystal that people will have money to 
lend if they have the patriotic urge to adopt a standard 
of living for the duration which will enable them to help 
their country first and postpone spending until such time 
as the country does not need their help.” 

Factors which should serve to aid in the war financing 
situation, he pointed out, were the increased purchasing 
power of the people, the restrictions or. the supply of a 
lot of goods or the decreased amount which people could 
bug, and the patriotic impulse to purchase government 
bonds and War Savings Certificates. 

Not only must people maintain their purchase of War 
Savings Certificates and Stamps but these must increase 
ha said. 


When Mr. King went back on his promise to table the 
Drew letter he did so on the advice of a Montreal lawyer.

The opinion 
of some is that any labor would be ac¬ 
ceptable in the present situation. 

Reports from the f.cuth, where Japs 
have been employed in considerable 
numbers, credit them with being fair¬ 
ly good workmen, but there is no 
great enthusiasm in employing them. 

So far as is known, there is no ac¬ 
tion in this district in respect, to the 
Jap labor. Various attitudes and opin¬ 
ions are expressed. Some say they 
would let the grain rot rather than 
employ Jap labor. Others see it differ¬ 
ently. They believe that if this labor 
s available it should be put to use to 
harvest the Canadian crop. 

The question of Jap wages is also a 
point to consider. One man has a sug¬ 
gestion. Het says that inasmuch as 
the labor shortage has been created 
solely through the aggression of Ja¬ 
pan and Italy which has resulted in 
military enlistment of sons of farmers 
the wage which Japs get should cer- 
| tainly not he more than the $1.30 a 
day which the Canadian soldier gets, 
’"t this would upset the labor market 
and the “going” wage, permitting far- 
ners to exploit cheap labor. So his 
theory is that the farmed should pay 
he going wage for Jap labor, and all 
‘hat the Jap earns in excess of $1.30 
a day and board, should be signed ov- 
->r to the rovernment. This could be a 
reserve fund for soldierr on their re¬ 
turn or for use of war charities.
